New Building to be of Rein- 
forced Concrete. Minor Con-

Main contract for the erection 
of the new packing house of the 
Upland Citrus Association, at 
Third Avenue and A Street, has 
been let to the Campbell Construc- 
tion Company of Ontario, whose 
bid was for $106,500, it was an- 
nounced today. The contract calls 
for the completion of the structure 
by Noy. 1. 

The new building, which will be. 
one of the largest and most mod- 
ern of its kind in California, will 
be of reinforced concrete construc- 
tion. As soon as the building is 
completed, the mechanical equip- 
ment will be installed, and by the 
middle of December the plant will 
be in a position to turn out a 
total of eight cars of oranges a 
day. The contract let to the 
Campbell Company does not in- 
clude the electric wiring and other 
minor contracts, which will be let 
later. ; 

With the excavation of some 
14,090 cubic yards of dirt already 
virtually completed, actual work 
of constructing the new building 
ig expected to be under way in 
the immediate future. The Camp- 
bell Company built the plants of 
the West~Ontario Citrus Associa- 
tion, the Citrus Fruit Association 
of Ontario, and the San Antonio 
Community Hospital. 

The dimensions of the main 
building, which will be connected 
with a box-making plant by over- 
head passageway across Third 
Avenue, will be 163x221 feet.

TEACHER EXAM 
HELD THIS WEEK 


Examination of applicants for 
county grammar school teaching 
certificates will take place all this 
week, according to Miss Ida M. 
Collins, County Superintendent of 
Schools, who stated that the exam- 
inations would take place in the 
library of the Sturges Junior High 
School; at Highth and E Streets, 
San Bernardino. 


At least fifty persons are expect- 
ed to take the test. Last year 61 
took it, although only 17 of them 
passed. 

Miss Collins says that applicants 
must be high school, graduates, or 
have the equivalent of the com- 
pletion. of a four-year high school 
course, and must be 18 years old 
in order to be eligible for a cer- 
tificate. 

Each applicant must also file 
with the County Superintendent of 
Schools upon entering the exam- 
ination, a certificate of health dat- 
ed within 30 days previous to the 
examination and evidence of their 
education and teaching experience, 
if they have had any. A two-dollar 
fee is charged for entering the ex- 
amination. 

Monday will be devoted to regis- 
tration, grammar and composition, 
geography and reading. Tuesday 
the test will cover arithmetic, 
spelling and defining, United 
States ‘history and civics, and ele- 
mentary bookkeeping. The third 
day of the examinations is sched- 
uled to be devoted to English and 
/American literature, physiology, 
methods and schpoi law. The 
fourth day: tests on algebra, draw- 
ing, general history, physics, chem- 
istry or biology. It is required to 
tuke the test only on one science. 
Friday’s program includes music, 
penmanship and oral examinations, 
if such are necessary. 

It is said that certificates will 
be issued to those passing the ex- 
aminations, on the last ‘day of the 
work.

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How to Do It 


Men of the state interested in things politi- 
eal are endeavoring to pick a man who will 
dfeat Governor Friend W. Richardson in 
the coming election in 1926. Although the 
Governor hasn’t said so, it is generally believ- 


ed that he will be a candidate, and those who / 


are anxious to sit in on state affairs are look- 
ing for a man who can win. 

Never in the history of the state are those 
who are ‘‘out’’ going to have so hard a job 
to get ‘‘in.”’ Governor Richardson did just 
what he said he would. He eut down the cost 
of operation of state government, and yet 
when serious emergencies arose there was 
plenty of money on hand to care for the 
emergency. The Governor has the respect of 
the real, honest-to-goodness men and women 
of the state, for the Governor and Mrs. Rich- 
ardson are just good, old-fashioned home 
folks, endeavoring as best they know how to 
make good in their work of giving to the 
people real government at a reasonable cost- 

E. P. Clarke, one-time editor of an- Ontario 

newspaper and at present editor of the River- 
side Press, and chairman of the State Board 
of Education, has an opportunity in his trav- 
els to hear a lot of political gossip, and in re- 
viewing conditions the other day he gave to 
Press readers the folowing: 
“he political campaign for 1926 in Cali- 
fornia is nearly a year away, but the open 
season for candidates promises to be a long 
one so far as the Republicans are concerned. 
The Democrats are very silent and there has 
not even been a suggestion regarding a possi- 
ble Democratic candidate for Governor; possi- 
bly the explanation is that even the most opti- 
mistie Democrat cannot figure where that par- 
ty has a ‘‘look in’’ at the election. Republi- 
cans, however, are holding conferences and 
planning others and the newspapers, espe- 
cially in San Francisco, are discussing candi- 
dates and political combinations. Far more 
interest haS been shown in the north than in 
Southern California, but no doubt public in- 
terest in issues and candidates will gradually 
develop in this part of the state in the near 
future. 

‘‘The big problem of the anti-administration 
leaders in the Republican party just now is 
to unite on a candidate to make the race for 
Governor against Governor Richardson. The 
men most generally discussed in this connec- 
tion are: Lieutenant Governor Young, State 
Superintendent Will C. Wood, John R. Quinn, 
former commander of teh American Legion, 
C. L. Neumiller of Stockton, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee; J. L. McNabb, 
San Francisco attorney, and Judge Rex B. 
Goodeell of San Bernardino, present Internal 
Revnue Collector. Possibly it is a mistake to 
place Goodcell in the anti-administration 
group as he has indicated that he intends to 
make the race as an independent candidate; 
and opiinons differ as to what effect his can- 
didacy would have. Some think that he 
would split the so-called ‘‘progressive’’ vote 
and ensure Richardson’s nomination; others 
hold that he would eut in on the Richardson 
support in Southern California and thus aid 
the anti-administration candidate whoever he 
may be. : 

‘‘There has also been intermittent talk re- 
gardnig C. C. Teague, well-known fruit grow- 
er, or A. C. Hardison, head of the State Farm 
Bureau, as candidates but they have not been 
classified as to political alignment and little 
encouragement has been given by either of 
these gentlemen that he would consent to be a 
candidate even if strongly urged to do so. In 
fact, it has been reported that Mr. Teague 
has stated positively that he would not be a 
candidate but that does not prevent a good 
deal of talk regarding his availibility. In fact 
the writer has heard some prominent anti- 
administration leaders say that if Teague or 
Hardison were put forward as the candidate 
of an element of the conservatives who are 
not enthusiastic over Governor Richardson, 
they would favor accepting him as the best 
means of accomplishing the defeat of the 
Governor. 

‘It was reported several weeks ago that 
Lieutenant Governor Young had been defi- 
nitely settled on as the anti-administration 
candidate. But his selection by a group of 

“progressive members of the legislature is not 
accepted by other candidates ~ and their 
- friends; and the latest report is that a state 
wide conference will be held in San Francisco 
soon in an effort to bring about an agreement 
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on some one man to make the race. Even 
such gathering, however, would have no offi- 
cial power of elimination; and the primaries 
are open to any man who can get the neces- 
sary number of names on his petition. 

‘‘Here is one interesting fact that may be 
developed by most any one who is a good 
‘listener’? in politics. The Young people are 
quite sure Will Wood could not defeat Rich- 
ardson, and the Wood people are equally con- 
fident Young could not win. Talk with close 
friends of both these gentlemen and they will 
pay a high tribute to the character and ability 
of the other and then they will wind up by 
saying, ‘“‘But he cannot beat Richardson.”’ 
This - situation suggests. that possibly both 
these factions might find it opportune to unite 
on some man who has not been prominently 
identified with any controversy with Governor 
Richardson. 

‘‘Here is another bit of political gossip: it 
is reported that some of the Richardson sup- 
porters are secretly encouraging the candi- 
dacy of Will C. Wood on the theory that the 
Governor would rather welcome Wood as a 
competitor in the primaries. As an offset to 
this rumor is the report that friends of Gov- 
ernor Richardson have assured Mr. Wood that 
he wil have no further opposition from the ad- 
ministration regarding policies or -appoint- 
ments and that no administration candidate 
wil be put in the field against him for state 
superintendent, if he will settle down and run 
for that position again instead of entering the 
race for Governor. 

“Tf you will go to San Francisco and sit 
around the lobby of the Palace Hotel a while, 
you will hear all these rumors about can- 
didates and others also- 


‘*The contest over Lieutenant Governor may 
develop some interesting features. Senator 
Lyman M. King of Redlands and Senator Har- 
ry Chamberlain of Los Angeles are both an- 
nounced eandidates; and it was understood 
that the administration candidate would be 
Speaker Merriam of Long Beach. It is now 


rumored,. however, that Merriam is going to. 


run for Congress to sueceed Congressman 
Lineberger who will make the race for the 
Senate against Shortridge. 


‘*So far as: issues are concerned Governor 
Richardson will undoubtedly make the race 
on his record as the ‘‘economy governor’’; 
and that issue will make a strong appeal. His 
opponents will no doubt elaim that_his econ- 
omy has been poorly proportioned, that is has 
discriminated against eduaction and public 
welfare; and that a better balanced budget 
calling for less money could easily be framed. 
An effort will undoubtedly be made to injeet 
the Colorado River issue into the campaign in 
Southern California; and it is charged that 
the Governor was opposed to the metropolitan 
water ditsrict bill and to the reservations to 
the seven-state compact that were urged by 
Assemblymen Murray of Riverside and Finney 
of Imperial atd adopted by the legislature.

Tested Recipes 


The single salad course meal is 
becoming more and more popular 
in summer with housewives who 
take cognizance of the oft-repeated 
sentence, “All I want is a salad,’ 
spoken by the .various members 
of their family. 

Here are a few of the many 
tempting salads that are excellent 
to serve in hot weather. 

Shrimp-and-Celery Salad 

2 cups shrimp, 1% cup celery, 
2 tomatoes, mayonnaise dressing, 
celery hearts, 

Cut the shrimp in small pieces. 
Add the celery, moisten with may- 
onnaise and serve on lettuce leaves 
in a large salad bowl. Put a bor- 
der of tomato, cut in sections, and 
hearts of celery around the out- 
side of the bowl. Serve with ad- 
ditional mayonnaise. This will 
make four generous portions, Tuna- 
fish, chicken, or crab-meat may 
be used instead of the shrimp. 


Orange-and-Celery Salad 
3 seedless oranges sliced, 1 cup 
diced celery, French dressing. 
Moisten the orange slices and 
the diced celery in French dress- 
ing. Serve on crisp lettuce leaves 
with additional. French dressing 
poured over it. This makes four 
portions. 


Egg-and-Asparagus Salad 

1 cold hard-cooked egg, 4 stalks 
fresh or canned asparagus, Russian 
dressing. 

Lay the asparagus on a bed of 
crisp lettuce leaves. Slice the 
hard-cooked egg on top, and serve 
with a generous portion of Russian 
dressing. Individual serving. 


Perfection Cabbage Salad 

1 envelop gelatin, % cup cold 
water, % cup weak vinegar, 1 pint 
boiling water, 1 cup finely chopped 
cabbage, 4% cup sugar, %4 cup 
pimentos, 2 cups chopped celery, 1 
teaspoon salt. 

Soak gelatin in cold .water five 
minutes. this add vinegar, 
boiling water, sugar, and salt. 
Strain and set in cool place. “When 
beginning to stiffen, all remaining 
ingredients. Turn into a mold and 
chill. Serve with mayonnaise. 
This will be enough for six serv- 
ings. - 


Cole-Slaw 
1 pint chopped cabbage, % pint 
chopped celery, 2 tablespoons 
chopped parsley, 2 chopped pi- 
mentos, 2 hard cooked eggs, 1 cup 
cole-slaw dressing. 


Cole-Slaw Dressing 

% cup butter, 1 egg, 2 table 
spoons sugar, %4 teaspoon mustard, 
1 cup vinegar, 1-8 teaspoon salt, 
1-8 teaspoon paprika. 

Cream butter, add seasoning and 
beaten yolk of egg. To this add 
gradually hot vinegar, beating con- 
stantly. Cook over hot water un- 
til the mixture thickens. Let cool 
and stir im beaten white of egg. 
To this add the other ingredients 
and garnish with slices of hard 
cooked egg. If preferred, the eggs 
may be chopped and mixed with 
salad. Garnish with celery. or 
parsley. . 


Cabbage-and-Nut Salad 
Shred a small cabbage finely; to 
it add % cup chopped nuts: (pea- 
nuts are very good for this), and 
cover with cooked salad dressing. 
Serve cold on a bed of lettuce. 


Cooked Salad Dressing 

2 eggs, 1 tablespoon flour, 3 
tablespoons sugar, % cup vinegar, 
1 cup top milk or cream, 1 tea- 
spoon mustard, less if desired. 

Put milk in double boiler but 
do not heat it. Beat together the 
other ingredients and add to the 
milk. Let cook just until it thick- 
ens. (Too long cooking will cause 
eggs to separate and the result 
will be a lumpy dressing.) Beat 
well. Melted butter or oil beaten 
in when dressing is entirely cook- 
ed improves flavor and texture. 


Cottage Cheese and Pimento Salad 

Fill a rectangular tin mold with 
cold water in order to chill it, and 
to wet the surface. Pour the 
water out and line the mold with 
waxed paper. Fill it with altern- 
cottage 
cheese and canned pimentos. Turn 
mold out on bed of lettuce leaves. 
Slice and serve with French dress- 
ing. ; 


French Dressing 
% teaspoon salt, -%4 teaspoon 
pepper, 2 tablespoons vinegar, 4 
tablespoons salad oil. 
Shake the ingredients thorough- 
ly in a glass jar with a tightly 
fitting cover.

1 can strained tomato, 1 téa-

QUAL AND VENTURA 
ROAD 19 SCENIC 
MOTOR TRIP 


Motorists desiring a one-day 
-scenic tour from Los Angeles ‘can 
do no better than to motor through 


the little Santa Clara Valley, over 
the easy grade of the Santa Paula 
Canyon, thence through the beau- 
tiful Ojai Valley, making a loop 
trip back to Los Angeles. 


The route is via Sunset Blvd. to 
Hollywood, through Cajuenga 
Pass, past Universal City to San 
Fernando Blvd. Six miles beyond 
the interesting town of San Fer- 
nando is the Newhall tunnel, and 
before entering same the motorist 
may see below him the old pass 
through which the stage coaches 
in early days traveled through the 
Santa Susana Mountains. . Leaving 
the tunnel, the road gradually 
drops into Saugus and through 
Castaic Junction, five miles be- 
yond. Here the Fillmore road 
turns west through the little Santa 
Clara Valley. Bight miles from 
Castaic, south of the boulevard, is 
the Camulos Ranch, famous his- 
torically. This ranch recently 
passed from the hands of the Del 
Valle family ‘and under the new 
ownership the well preserved old 
ranch house and chapel may not 
be visited without passes. 


Continuing the route to Fillmore 
56 miles from Los Angeles, an in- 
teresting trip can be made through 
the plant of the Ventura Refining 
Co, Yen miles beyond Fillmore is 
Santa Paula, then Sulphur Moun- 
tain Springs, where the motorist, 
if brave enough, may drink long 
draughts of sulphur water. Sul- 


phur Mountain has a very : inter-}- 


esting feature inasmuch as crude 
oil flows from its scarred sides in 
such quantities that in numerous 
places it fills the ditch at the 
side of the road. There is a con- 
stant, steady seepage. Leaving 
this point, the highway rises to 
the summit, from which may be 
seen an inspiring and beautiful 
panorama of Ojai Valley with its 
orchard lands forming a veritable 
checkerboard, extending to the 
sea. 

The little town of 


Ojai, first 


named Nordhoff, was burned down 
about six years ago, and has now 
been rebuilt and the Spanish archi- 
tecture predominates. A_ long 
arcade fronts the main business 
blocks and is pleasant and cool 
on a hot day, while across the 
street is a shady park of beau- 
tiful sycamores and liveoaks which 
have been carefully preserved dur- 
ing the widening and changing of 
highways. 

A crisp breeze from the ocean 
greets the traveler as he nears 
Ventura. A trip to the well-pre 
served Mission of San. Buenaven- 
tura on the main street of this 
thriving city is well worth a visit. 
Leaving Ventura the motorist has 
a choice of three routes to Los 
Angeles, but the one via Conejo 
grade, being the shortest is the 
most popular. The road climbs to 
the top of the Conejo Grade, 22 
miles ‘from Ventura, and winds 
through several small valleys and 
drops sharply down into the San 
Fernando Valley. The view on 
both sides of the summit is sup- 
erb, presenting an ever-changing 
vista of blue, purple and black 
mountain peaks.

Thirty-one fires have started in 
the San Bernardino National For- 
est this year, these burning over 


| approximately 900 acres largely of 


brush land, according to figures 
made available at the forestry of- 
fice at the county seat.

This compares with 708 fires 
started in national forests in the 
state from Jan. 1 to July 20, the 
state figure being compiled at the 


‘office in San Francisco of District 


Forester Paul G. Redington. On 


jthis date last year 830 blazes were 


reported at forestry headquarters. 

The figures most encouraging to 
officials in the serviee here, how- 
ever, were those concerning the 
great decrease. in man-caused 
blazes. While 556 of last year’s 
830 fires were caused through the 
carelessness of campers and 
others, but 176 of this year’s 708 
conflagrations are so classified. 

Of the 31 fires started here this 
year, a number have been on pri- 
vate lands, though forestry ae | 
ials assisted in putting them un- 
der control. It is estimated that 
of the 900 acres burned over, ap- 
proximately 50 per cent was not 
in the San Bernafdino National 
Forest.

W. A. Shay discovered that the 22- 
caliber automatic revolver found 
on the body of the slain man was 
purchased by Barleta from Joe 
Rosenblum Company of Los An- 
geles on November 10, 1924, the 
day, Barleta is said to have ar- 
rived in Los Angeles from Santa 
Barbara, is an indication that . Bar- 
leta expected trouble with some- 
body. 

It is the attorney's theory that 
Barleta was seeking a woman and 
was killed in a fight over her.

They were for 
the most part young boys who had 
witnessed the fight and with one 
or two exceptions recited a 
straightforward story of what had 
happened. When the two Renfroe 
boys arrived at the ice plant, ac- 
cording to testimony, they were 
accosted by Kellar who remarked 
that he had heard that they want- 
ed to fight him and who declared 
that he was ready to take them 
on. After Kellar had mussed up 
Clarence’s face and incidentally 
broken the thumb of his left hand, 
Troy took on Kellar and inflicted 
a cut over the other’s right eye, 
When Troy was winded, Clarence 
again stepped into the “ring,” and 
it was shortly thereafter that 
Smith decided to halt the fight 
and used the hammer to assist 
him. 
Witnesses included the two Ren- 
froe boys, .Crawford Brownlee, 
Robert Harvel, Arphus Carter, ‘Nor- 
man Orr, Fenn Youngblood, John 
Kellar and A. H. Smith. Deputy 
District Attorney C. O. Thompson 
prosecuted the case-and Attorney 
Isaac Jones represented Mr. Smith.

Suilding Boosted 

Thirty permits issued during the 
month just closed by City Building 
Inspector O. S. Roen represented 
an expenditure of $70,525 as 
against $61,110 for the correspond- 
ing month of last year, and against 
$59,585 for June of this year. 

This makes the building total 
for the first seven months of the 
present year $461,870, a gain over 
the first seven months of 1924 of 
$7,557, the total to Aug. 1, 1924, 
having been $454,313. 

Of the thirty permits issued dur- 
ing the past month, 19 or nearly 
two-thirds, were for new dwell- 
ings, which is looked upon as an 
excellent indication of the city’s 
continued growth and progress. 

The largest permit of the month 
went to J. B. Draper for the erec- 
tion of a commodious brick” veneer 
dwelling in Armsley Square at a 
cost of $16,500. The majority of 
the permits issued were for dwell- 
ings ranging in cost from $1,500 
to $5,000. ,

ARROWHEAOWATER 
SALES MOUNTING 


Commercial value of the water 
from Arrowhead Hot Springs has 
been conclusively proven through 
the freight revenue statistics of 
the Pacific Electric Railway Com- 
pany during the past month. 

In the month of July a total of 
71 cars of water were shipped 
from the Arrowhead Hot Springs 
it was stated by F. BH. Peachey, 
assistant superintendent. Tjhe cars 
have a capacity of 10,000 gallons 
each, giving the monthly  ship- 
ments a total of 710,000 gallons, 
most of which were consumed in 
San Bernardino either for drink- 
ing purposes or used by carbonat- 
ed soda bottling works and other 
commercial uses. : 

Most of the water used for 
drinking purposes was distributed 
in five-gallon glass bottles. . Had 
the entire consumption for the! 
month been distributed in this 
manner it would have filled 142,000: 
glass bottles of this size. 

The value of the water from the 
Arrowhead Hot Springs for drink» 
ing purposes is winning favor in 
different parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia. One to two cars are ship 
ped to Venice every week and a 
car or two is shipped to Los An-) 
geles each week, while other beach 
points are securing smaller con- 
signments of the water. 

In glass-lined tank cars, the Pa- 
cific Electric Railway Company 
hauls the water to San Bernardino 
and other parts of the state. The 
shipments made during the month 
of July established a new high 
record for such afperiod and was 
12 cars over the highest total for 
any previous month. 

The shipments during July were 
largely augmented through the ex- 
treme heat period experienced for 
several days in‘ that month, ac- 
cording to officials of the Pacific 
Blectric Company, but they claim 
a marked increase in the demand 
for the, water will show further 
gains this year.
